Thelr Stntas on Maryland Steambonts,

Bome of the people of Cambridge have boen
fearfully l.'l(‘l"l;:‘(.'d of late because some colored |
women secured a passage in a steamboat plying
between that town and Balimore, The local
Democratic paper raised a howl, in respanse
to which Edward E, Folyer, President of the
steamboal company, makes a reply in which
he states the following as the facts of the case:—

“The Magsachusetts, Captain Burton, left Bal- |
timore, Saturday evening, July 2d, and among
her passengers were five females, who entered the
ladies’ cabin, sud were supposed 1o be white, who |
applied for and recelved ticketz to Cambridge
a8 white passengers. The next morning, the
clerk of the boat saw a colored man aft, on the
muin deck, In conversation wilth them. He no- |
tified the muon that he bad no right there and
wust go forward. The man said if e went for-
ward,the ladies shonld be made to go there also, .
as they were colored people;” and one of them
was his wife. Aswe had been decelved into sell-
Ing them tickets as whites, we bhad no right to
force the femuales refered to to go forward on that |
trip, but the man and his other friends were
gcnt there, and the ‘ladies’ notified that they |
would not again be permitted to occupy that
portion of the steamer. The whole thing was
probably arranged and performed to create
trouble, nnd place the Maryvland Steambont
Company in a Iu.he position. We provide good
and comfortable accommodations for colored
people at half the rates charged white persons,
but do not permit them—except when the boat
ii run exclusively for them—to oceupy the por-
tion of the boat or the accommodations set apart
for the whites.’

The Democral and Ierald siill ivsists that
the “blame” lies on the stenmboat company and
makes this admission:—

““No one here, that we have heard speak ol
the matter, blames the colored people for en- |
denvoring to pet first-class tickets, Itis asserted, |
indeed, tuat the accommodatisns on board the |
bonts for thi= class of passengers are not what
they ought to be—hence they wish for a better |
place. They publicly deelare that they do not
ecek social equality in this steamboat or any |
other malter, but that they are determined to
bave their rights under the Jaw.” |
